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Schofield (US 6,142,640) discloses a structure having first 
and second sets of opposite ends (see Fig* 1) and seats free of 
a fastener with in the pocket (it is a credit card pocket 
mirror) , but the structure does not reflect light no matter 
which side or end protrudes from the pocket.
